The immediate cause of death 
was myocarditis. 
Some hours before hi* death, 
when it became m anifest th at the 
lights of life w-ere dimming, the

Farming in Southern Ohio 
BY THOMAS E. BEERY 


who could live with Jesus of Naz­ 
areth and then betray Him with a 
kiss— a symbol of affection and 
tenderness*' According to the rec­ 
ord he aas a cheat to whom 
money meant everything.

Corn 
“Tt is com that makes the mare 
go.” This is an old proverb that 
suggests the value of corn, the 
“King Crop of the North” as it is 
often referred, It is to the north­ 
ern part of our great nation what 
cotton is to the South, 
Cotton is 
Jhe. "King Crop” there. 
“You never quite learn how to 
raise com ” a very successful corn 
belt farmer 
reminds 
me. 
“But 
there • are some things that you 
can depend on most years 
that 
will be of help to you” he continu­ 
ed. 
Here are a few of them:— 
If you are going to plant com 
early, plant it very early-about 
the last week in April, and then 
it will have time to get up before 
we have the 
usual 
cold Spring 
rains, that were a little late 
but 
that came this year, and are still 
continuing as this is written. 
The next best time to plant in 
southern Ohio la about May 15 to 
late in the month, but not too late, 
for records show, that most years, 
corn that is planted much after 
the last week of May yields less 
than the crops planted earlier, and 
when the planting is delayed un­ 
til Ju ne, and sometimes even after 
the middle of the month, the yields 
arr greatly reduced, especially if 
we have an early Falkland we have 
it sometimes. The big reason these 
lat* plantings are lower in rte Id 
than the earlier plantings is be­ 
cause there is 
not enough time 
I left in the growing season, and 
then the Fall rains come at the 
wrong time t > br of most value 
to t hr « rep 
The highest yid ling crop that I 
ever helped harvest 
in 
southern 
Ohio made almost 125 bushels per 
I acre. It was planted the first few 
days of May, on a seed bed that 
had been prepared just as soon 
as it was possible to work the 
ground 
Heavy 
applications 
of 
manure had been applied for two 
years on the bottom gr mud. where 
this crop was raised and at plant­ 
ing time, a liberal application of a 
fertilize r earning more phosphor­ 
us than we 
usually use was ap­ 
plied in the hill, at the rate of a1- 
most 2iK3 pound# per acre, which 
might not have given results some 
ye ai s 
Johnson County White was the 
\ iriety used. 
This is a 120 day 
corn, so it utilized most of the 
glowing season. “I was producing 
corn bef -re most folks got started 
and I was still at it. when much of 
the corn was in the shock,** the 
owner of the farm said. 
Most farmers 
are agreed that 
the very best 
time to cultivate 
corn la before It is planted. 
By 
this they mean a thorough pre­ 
paration of the seed bed. Then lf 
you are going to plow deep, do it 
the first time, and you won t dis­ 
turb the root system very much. 
Did you know that by the time 
com la knee high that the root* 
are overlapping in the row ? 
You 
haven't any business plowing deep 
that late in the season, for if you 
do, you are sure to injure the root 
system, and then, if you are so 
unfortunate as 
to 
get a short 
drought, after you plow the crop, 
you are pretty apl to "Fire’ it 
and the lower leaves will turn yel­ 
low. 
When they do, you have in­ 
jured the manufacturing part of 
the. plant, the leaves, the place 
where the food nutrients are turn­ 
ed into living tissue, that is used 
for growth. 
How Many Time* Should 
You Flow' Corn? 
That's a question often asked, 
and there is no one answer for I 
it, 
but there 
are 
some general 
principles that 
one can use to 
guide hipi. 
First remember that the chief 
reason you plow com is to kill 
weeds, ani if you have gone over 
the field the first time, and you j 
got a good job killing weeds, and 
covering those in the row or hill, 
there isn t much reason why you 
should plow* 
the field all over 
again, right away, as is still done 


on many farms; “but, as a lawyer 
would put it, if you are just in po­ 
sition to kill the rest of the weeds, 
and the ground is in good condi­ 
tion, after the 
first plowing, it 
would be wise to hit the 
“Knock 
out blow” to them, 
by plowing 
carefully and slowly, at once, and 
even doing some hoeing in the hill 
or row, if you have the time to 
do it. 
I might add here that one of 
the best crops of com I ever saw 
in southern Ohio wasn’t plowed 
at all. 
It was planted last, and 
on a good seed bed, late in May 
and since the owner of the farm 
was “short 
handed”, 
as he ex­ 
pressed it. and had 
too much to 
do, all he got done was a thorough 
hoeing in July, when it was too 
big to plow. 
Of course this is am 
exceptional case, 
I realise that, 
but it shows the 
possibilities of 
raising corn, with a very low labor 
cost for cultivation. 
Most good 
farmers find it Is 
necessary to plow their com three 
times but many of them never get 
it plowed but twice, on the bot­ 
tom land, for if they are kept out 
of the field by rains, or compet­ 
ing work, it is soon too large to 
plow. 
sr 
I know 
one man who plows ' 
his corn five or six times. There 
is very little to say for that. 
How la te Should You Flow ? 
This La another question that Is j 
hard to answer. 
Some years wa 
get heavy tains, after the second j 
cultivation, 
and 
even 
after the J 
third, and the ground may be left 
aa hard as a well traveled dirt 
road, especially if the soil is low in 
organic matter, as many southern 
Ohio upland fields are. 
If 
the 
ground bakes on a field like this, I 
and you don't get it loosened up. j 
you may not have much com. Of 
course the cultivation should be ’ 
shallow. 
“Just scratching along” 
as one man put it, will do a lot 
of good. 
I well remember an experience 
we had, on the home farm, that 
well illustrates the value of late 
plowing of “baked*’ com ground.. 
We had the bottom field in. as we 
referred to it, and the second bot­ 
toms, got as hard as a road. 
W e 
plowed the whole 
field, except j 
some short rows, and we thought I 
we didn t have time to plow them, j 
The corn in this field was very 
good, except on the short rows, 
and the yield on them was reduc- j 
cd at least 50 percent. This seems 
unbelievable, but it is true. 
The Codling Moth Spray 
Men who have home or com-1 
mercial orchards 
should 
alw ays; 
apply a second arsenate of lead 
■pray late in June or early in July, 
in southern Ohio, for this is the 
time of year that the second brood 
of codling moth appears, and un- j 
less this spray is applied, there is I 
sure to be some worm damage to 
the fruit.

But long ago the Navy was a tar­ 
get for his critical gaze. 
And because 
Josephus abolished wine from the Naval 
officers’ mess and set up schools for en­ 
listed men to become officers, he still is 
considered by the Navy as a rank heretic. 
However, if you examine the officer- 
enlisted man relationship (sometimes call­ 
ed “caste’' system) of the U. S. Army and 
Navy, and compare it with the most suc­ 
cessful armies of Europe, it may be that 
heretical Josephus Daniels has a point. 
Obviously the most successful armies 
in Europe today are the Russian and Ger­ 
man. 
No matter what we may think of 
their political systems at home, we have to 
admit that in 
the 
field 
there 
is 
more 
democracy and equality between the Ger­ 
man officers and men, and Russian offi­ 
cers and men, than among the British, our­ 
selves, 
or 
even the so-called democratic 
army of France. 


FEWER DOCTORS 
F 
ROM now on there will be fewer doc­ 
tors. 
The fighting forces need them. 
Doctors from 30 to 36 years old have little 
chance to stay at home. 
Doctors up to lo 
are urged to enlist. There is little question 
of dependency, because 
all 
doctors arc 
commissioned officers, with salary suffi­ 
cient to take care of families at home, mod­ 
estly but adequately. 
This means, say child specialists, that 
mothers 
o f 
small 
children 
must 
have 
more 
sense. 
They 
must 
go 
to 
the 
family 
doctor’s 
office, 
listen 
carefully to what he tells them, get it right 
the first time and fo llo w orders accurately.

know what it is to manage with few calls 
from the busy elder doctors now at home. 
They will be careful about themselves and 
their children, not with nervous fear but 
with sensible caution. 
Most people will 
bt better off for being too busy to think 
of small aches. 
They'll take a little soda 
and get a good night’s sleep and go on 
from there. 
They’ll have to. 


PRUSSIANIZED U. S. ARMY 
• 
Real fact is that the U. S. Army took 
over the old caste system of the Prussians 
and has partially hung on to it, 
whereas 
the Germans junked it long ago. 
It was Baron Von Steuben who came 
over from Germany in 1777 to drill George 
Washington’s army and who set the stand­ 
ard for U. S. Army discipline. 
Von Steu­ 
ben was Washington’s inspector General, 
and wrote the 
regulations on 
discipline 
which have affected the Army to this day. 
Since Von Steuben's time, Sylvannus Thay­ 
er. Winfield Scott, John J. Pershing and 
other great army disciplinarians have kept 
the strict line between officers and men. 
During the last war and today this line 
of demarcation has bent but never broken. 
There have been some great commanders 
like Generals Ben Lear and Walter Krueg­ 
er who have come up from the ranks. 
But 
Baron Von Steuben's 
rigid 
caste system 
has left its indelible mark. 
In the Navy, relations between officers 
and men 
have 
followed 
the British ex­ 
ample, and the Navy normally emphasizes 
caste more than the Army. Except during 
the rush of war, no man can become an 
officer, no matter who he is, unless he has 
graduated from Annapolis. 
And there is 
a strict line of demarcation between the 
officers and men aboard ship. 


DEMOCRATIC U. S. MARINES 
In direct contrast, however, 
are the 
I*. S. Marines. 
In this, the oldest fighting 
force of the United States, there has been 
mingled with the “First to Fight” tradition
